“MY REPUTATION.” 


Witnesses at the Deposition, 


The Ziegenhein-McGindley Cross Legal 
Fight—Severe Testimony, 


Depositions in the case of Arnold va. Henrg 
A. McGindley were resumed at 11 a. m. to-day 
at Mr. Gottschalk’s office,in the Granite Build- 
ing. The first witness was Matthias Canaris, 
who testified that he was employed at the 
magazine at the Arsenal. 
a deed of trust on a house in Caronde- 
let dated October, 1875. When it ran out the 
lessees did not properly attend 
the property and the witness de 
termined to foreclose the mortgage. Mr. 
Canaris was recommended to use McGindley 
ashislawyer. Hedidso. After proceedings 
began Canaris granted his tenants a stay 
for six months, they promising to 
pay at the end of that time. 
Mr. Krauss, the security on the deed, prom- 
ised to pay the money, if the lessees aid not, 
but at the end of that time neither would pay. 
The matter ran On for a year, and in the 
meantime Mr. Haas,the lessee,transferred the 
property to Krauss and Krauss transferred ft 


back to Mre. Haas. When Mr. Canaris next 
saw McGindley the latter told him 
that Krauss would not act 
ass Rrustee, and a petition was 


drawn up and action was had in Judge 
Adams’ court, Canaris getting jnd nt 
against his tenants. He then asked McGindley 
to proceed under the judgment, but the latter 
kept putting him off for months. He got sus- 
picious and employed Kerr & Tittman as at- 
torrmeys. They found that a couple of days 
after the judgment was granted McGindiev 
bad made arrangements with the lessees 
that if they would pay him $50 he would sur- 
render one of the $50 interest notes, with in- 
terest, and thatiftney would pay him $95 ad- 
ditional, in three months, he would surrender 
another note with interest. He further a 

thatifthis was done he would give them a 
year to pay the principal. He,McGindley, col- 
lectedaboth these notes, worth about $200. He 
kept Canaris in ignorance of the transaction, 
and the latter never got a cent of the money. 
In fact Canaris never knew anything about it 
until Kehr & Tittmann found out that the 
tramsaction haa been wade. Mr. Canaris 
showed the agreement under which this haa 
been done, and Circuit Clerk Vogel’s receips 
for the interest notes which McGindley cole 


lected and appropriated to his own 
use. Alter McGindley got the 
money, the witness testified thai 


the former wrote him more than once to keey 
him in ignorance of the transaction. The wit- 
ness never got a cent of the money. Mr. 
Canaris stated he would not believe McGindley 
under oath, as his letters made the lawyer out 
aliar. Hedid not know whether he could 
thrash the lawyer or not, but he would like 


to try it. 

L. A. RAUM, , 
Justice of the Peace, was next sworn. He 
knew McGindley for 12 years. His reputation 
for truth and veracity was bad. Justice Raum 


formed his opinion from matters that occurred 


. The 


. r . s 
Justice Raum read « list Of 21 cases All against 
a carriage factory firm, Bergsterman & Weise, 
in which McGindlcy was attorney for all the 
plaintifie wno were creditors of the firm. The 
attorney bad a printed return sent to all the 
creditors, stating thatalevy had been made 
and that a sale would take place, all of which 
witness said was utterly false. Tne Consta- 
ble’s return showed that no property had been 
found to levy on, and also that $5 had been. 
paid to each case, which must have gone to 
McGindiey or the constable. Justice Raum 
detailed several other cases, in which 
McGindley had not acted rightily,among them 
one in which McGindley claimed to own prop- 
erty on Almond andon Jackson streets, and 
gota bill of paints on this representation, it 
afterwards turning out that he pada no title to 
the property. Raum said that be had heard 
persons state that McGindicy would have no 
hesitation about acting for both sides in the 
same suit. 
CHAS. WEISE, 
of the firm mentioned, swore that he would 
not believe McGindley under oath. About 
seven years ago McGindiey had the firm of 
Bergsterman & Weise sold outon execution, 
but none of the employes who sued, McGinda- 
ley being the attorney, vot any mosey, al- 
though the sale brought about §750. None of 
ihe creditors who sued ever got any of the 
money. In fact, the men who sued never 
knew anything about the settlement. 
MRS. LOUISA ENGEL 
knew McGindley. She tound ont herself that 
he was abadman. He demanded $0 as costs 
in a case in which Mr. Engel, now dead, was 
interested, saving he would pay the money 
into court. He never did so. 
GEO. C, Fox, 
who is in the planing mili business, swore that 
he would not believe McGindley on oath. The 
latter gave Fox notes in payment of debts, the 
notes going to protest and Fox being unabie to 
collect them. 
ED. L. GOTTSCHALK 
was nextsworn. He would not belleve Mc- 
Gincley ander oath, and he so told McGind- 
ley’s wife before she married him. The wit- 
ness once had a transactior with McGindley, 
which he thought ot bringing before-the Bar 
Association. It wasina case wherethe wit- 
ness acted as attorney in a suit against aman 
named Jas. Gorman and got judgment. 
McGindly came to Gottechalk’s office after- 
wards, and stated that he was settling up 
Gorman’s affairs. He was leftin the transac- 
tion.

4 DEAD MAN’S IDENTITY. 


A Curious Suicide’s Death in Huntington, 
Weat Virginia,

to the manufacturing and commercir! inter- 
esta of our State, and that they would direct- 
ly destroy the welfare of the wine growers of 
our county; therefore be it resolved by the 
Anti-Prohibition Association of Gasconade 
county, Missouri, 

That we denounce the aims of the so-called 
Temperance or Prohibition party as unbe- 
coming a free people, as acondemnabie en-

Personally, I never could “‘a-bear’” the taste 
or smell of gin. It was associated in my mind 
with lew people,cheap dissipation and vulgar 
taste. Of late it has largely taken the place 
of whisky as a fancy beverage. Gin and selt- 
zer, gin and milk, and gin fizzes are ordered 
a thousand timss a day where in former years 
they were asked for once. I was standing at 
the Joor of one of our great grocery stores 
to-day and noticed more than a dozen demi- 
johns and soda boxes on their way to an ex- 
press wagon.

squeezed the juice into the glasses, put in the 
ice, heaped in the sugar and added a mere 
drop of water. An egg cup, twice filled with 
gin, was emptied into each of the eight 
giasses. Five bottles of plain soda supplied 
the fiz, and in much less time than I cau tell it 
sixteen lips pronounced the eight drinks ‘‘de- 
licious.” Being a stranger ! took one in, ana 
am free tosay llikedit. Butthat isn’t the 
point. Iwas struck with the obvious fact 
that this fiz biz was a regular evening habit, 
and subsequent revelation disclosed that two 
or three fizzes during the evening are fre- 
quently called for and enjoyed. Now, I don’t 
believe that two lemonades, tinged with 
stimulants, will hurt Em or her friends. They 
are in the fresn-aired country. They go to 
bed, bathe daily and are brown and fat. But 
are they not forming habits? Are they not 
gaining a ‘‘taste for liquor”? And if they 
are, they are like tens of thousands of their 
age and position in all sections of the land. T 
presuine gin is less injurious than whisky and 
purer than the ‘‘brandy’? offered in bar- 
rooms, and possibiy a fiz is more refreshing 
than simple water. It’s none of my business, 
you know.

Having yielded 
to the temptation once—or possibly twice—it 
may be that I shall fiz myself, and thence on 
to fizzle, a fearful fate which Em and her 
brother would be sorry to find laid at their 
hospitable door, I am sure.

LORING’S VIEWS, 


What an American Officer Long in the 
Egyptian Service Thinks. 
Extracttrom Interview with Gen. Loring, in Jack- 

as sonville, Fla., Union. 

What of the discontent aniong the peo- 
ple and of the leader Arabi?” 

“All the departments are in the hands of 
the fereizners; that of war ruled over by a 
hated Circassian, known by the whole Arab 
army to be an unmitigated coward and vili- 
lain. Ifthey had stopped here they might 
have continued the government in compara- 
tive peace, but they turned out of office every 
Arabic and Coptic clerk, who did the duty 
admirably upon a bare pittance apd were con- 
tent, and replaced them with the foreigner, 
sen promiscvously thousands of 
very well educated young men.  dis- 
contented emissaries, among an ignorant 
people to stir up trouble. Even here the 
Arab remained quiet. Thinking after a time 
that afl was right, they placed Osman Pasha, 
a Circassian Minister of War,an instrument 
in their hands, and, thinking it was all right, 
they appointed a large number of Circassian 
officers (Generals) over meritorious Arabs. 
It was known that the Arab hada mortal 
hatred for that people, and were sick to death 
of the spurious hordes, brothers of women 
brought from abroad by Pashas to fill their 
harems, and made masters over them with- 
out. regard to merit by the influence of these 
slaves of the harem. This was the last straw 
that broke the camel’s back, and the insur- 
rection, headed by Arabi Pasha, was the re- 
sult. 

‘*Arabi served under me. for more than six 
years, and, baving had constant intercourse 
with him while commanding a regiment of 
near 2,500 men, I learned to know him per- 
fectly weil. Speaking only Arabic, with a 
sl'ght knowledge of Turkish, he was fully 
competent to fill this command. Over six 
feet two inches in height, heis of splendid 
physique, with a fine open face and amiable 
eye. hile I knew himtobe au officer of 
some ability, he was never thought one who 
would lead a great revoiution. A strict Mo- 
bammedan, he washed himself five times a 
day before approaching the throne of Allah 
in prayer, and was always in close commun- 
ion wiih the religious element. Inthis end 
in many other thiogs, from frequent conver- 
sations, I knew he was ambitivus and very 
ardent in favurofthe Arab, having himself 
come from the common feliah. He §was re- 
served and under no circumstances had in- 
tercourse with foreigners, uniess officially 
connected with one like myself, andthen he 
became very friendiy, and when 
he had coufidence, very communicative 
He professed great atachment for Ameri- 
cans, but hated the Turk and the Circassian, 
whont he looked upon asthe enemies of his 
race. I never hea:d of his saying an unkind 
word of the Christian. Arabi is not as bad 
a fellowas his enemies would have you be- 
lieve. With ali the newspapers against him, 
you must take what they say cum grano Balis. 
Of alithe Arahs I knowin Egypt, to leada 
bold assault,hbis antecedentsjhaving prepared 
him for it, he would naturaily be selected. 
I was not surprised on learning that Arabi 
had everthrown the ministry and threatened 
the KXhedive, attacking personally a very high 
French official, and finally piacing himself at 
the head of the ministry. You are familiar 
with the occurrence some time since that 
Arabi, with several regiments, frightened the 
ministry out of power, the Minister of War 
jumping from s second-story window and 
jeaving the other Ministers to meet the an- 
gered crowd. Hewas the individual to 
whom] have just referred, Osman Pasha, 
the Circassian.”’

Grady had recognized his valuable services, 
and was going to help him purchase a con- 
trolling interest in the Washington Sunday 
Capital. He solicited my aid to that end, but 
I declined togiveit. Ina subsequent con- 
versation he told me Gen. Brady had ad- 
vanced money for this purpose, taking as se- 
curity steck which he (Buell) had become 
possessor of. Loog afterward when I asked 
Beell whetber he had ever paid Brady he 
replied that be had not paid him ip kind.

“Tn December, 1880, I made an appoint- 
ment to meet Gen. Brady at the house of a 
mutual acquaintance, to the end that we 


It wasatihbis interview that 
Gen. Brady assumed that [ owed him $36,000, 
whereas he really owed ittome. Heclaimed 
that the increase in pay on my route had 
been done gratuitously, and that I owed bim 
therefor at the rate of twenty per cent per 
annum. He said furcher that my proportion 
of the Congressional fund was $8,000, and 
that he had made remissions of fines in my 
case, and was entitied to one-half 
thereof. I told him this was an outrage, and 
that Ll would not submit to it, as I had per- 
formed the service according to law and the 
contract. He told me I didn’t understand 
the business, and had better getout. I re- 
plied that it was painfully evident I did not 
understand the business, and all I wanted 
was somebody to buy me out.

Wasbington Correspondence New York World. 

A story published in Baltimore to-day that 
George H. Butler, the nephew of Gen, Butler, 
while Consul-General to Egypt in 1870, pre- 
vented the appuintment of Gen. Beauregard 
to the position of Commander-in-Chiet of the 
Egyptian army, is confirmed by Mr. Butler. 
The Baltimore story pu's it that Mr. Butler 
represented to the Khedive that Beauregard 
was an unpardoned rebel who, having be- 
trayed his own country, miebt not hesitate 
upon occasion to betray the Khedive. Gen. 
Beauregard’s designation of Geu. Butler as an 
outlaw for bis war acts was supposed to be 
the animus that moved Mr. Butler, who says, 
regarding the affair: ‘‘I was on friendly 
terms with his Highness I-mail Pasha, then 
the Khedive, and he took my advice in the 
matter. My action went no further than 
friendly counsel, and did not, of course, take 
the form of official action, I would have 
aided tne appoiniment of such a man ag Joe 
Jobnson or Gen. Gordon. But, frankly, 
there wasn’t room in Egypt for Beauregard 
and myself at the same time. Besides, the 
Khedive already had one really good Ameri- 
can field general in bis se: vice, who saved his 
army ip ihe disastrous Abyssinian campaign, 
Gen Loring, Rahib Pasha commanded the 
army, but Loring saved it when King Johan 
bad almost crusheait. Loring was a dis- 
tinguished Confederate soldier and formerly 
the Colonel of our regular mounted rifles, 
now the Third Cavairy, before the war. ‘The 
insinuation that my action in squelching 
Beauregard was prompted by seciionalism 
is entirely an assumption, I kept Gen. 
Beauregard out of Egyptian gold lace and 
piastres purely because I considered him an 


eminent mistake.’’
